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Camera van 
to snap 
‘dangerous’ 
school-run 
parking 


A MOBILE CCTV 
van will soon be on 
patrol in Bridgend 
County Borough to 
tackle the problem 
of drivers parking 
dangerously outside 
schools. 

The new vehicle, 
which will be marked as 
a ‘mobile enforcement 
unit’, will capture 
footage of any 
inconsiderate motorists 
who park their cars 
illegally on school ‘keep 
clear’ markings or ignore 
other parking restrictions 
that put children at risk. 

Coun Richard Young, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“Many concerns have 
been expressed by 
parents, schools, and 
local councillors that this 
is an issue in many of 
our communities. We 
want to do everything 
we can to improve the 
safety of schoolchildren 
and their families, so are 
pleased to agree the 
purchase of this new 
CCTV vehicle. 

“A team of civil 
enforcement officers 
already patrol school 
entrances on foot, but 
drivers often see them 
approaching and remove 
their vehicles before 
returning when the 
officer is no longer in 
the area. 

“The mobile vehicle 
will be able to quickly 
capture images while 
moving past or when 
stationary, and Penalty 
Charge Notices will then 
be sent to the offending 
drivers through the post. 


“It will be a huge 
asset for us and drum 
home the point that 
motorists should always 
think about safety when 
parking near our 
schools. Not only does 
illegal parking put others 
at risk, but it also causes 
unnecessary 
congestion.” 

Although the new 
CCTV vehicle will help 
to make schools safer, it 
will also be deployed to 
reduce dangerous 
parking in town centres 
and other hot-spot areas 
that can be harder to 
enforce on foot. 

Coun Young added: 
“The vehicle will also 
make us more effective 
in tackling problems 
with parking on zig-zags 
near pedestrian 
crossings. 

“While a driver may 
think that it is more 
convenient for them to 
park in such a location 
while they go about their 
business, doing so can 
have serious safety 
implications as it 
restricts the visibility of 
any pedestrian using the 
crossing. 

“Parking in bus stops 
is another problem. It 
consistently affects local 
bus operators, and has 
an impact on safety, 
punctuality, and 
convenience of bus 
passengers. With a 
mobile CCTV vehicle, it 
will be possible for the 
team to patrol a full bus 
route within a relatively 
short period of time.”

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The spectre of Passchendaele looms as 
Fronwen man becomes the county’s only VC

PORTHCAWL historian Ceri Joseph 
continues her look back on life in 
Porthcawl 100 years ago duing World 
War One - this time, it’s the month of 
July, 1917. 

T he month began with the sad news of 
the death of Gunner William John 
Deeble, Royal Horse Artillery, who 
had died at Norwich Hospital on 12th July 
1917 as a result of gas poisoning sustained 
in France, a few weeks previously. 

William was the second of eight children, bom 
in 1883 to Annie and Richard Deeble, of 4, New 
Road, Porthcawl. In 1912, William had married 
Jane Turner, who was working as a domestic 
servant to Robert Rankin, builder, 7, Suffolk Place. 

Following their marriage they moved to Barry, 
Jane’s hometown where in 1913, their daughter 
Olive was born, followed by Iris in 1916. William 
is buried in Merthyr Dyfan Cemetery, Barry. 

William was not the only Deeble from 
Porthcawl to serve in World War One. His brother 
James, a painter and decorator in the town, served 
for a short time with the Monmouthshire 
Regiment, before he was discharged on 2nd July 


1917, suffering with a condition that severely 
affected his digestive system. 

However, another brother Sidney, a former 
quarryman, having enlisted into the Royal Horse 
Artillery Reserve on 1st July 1910 at Port Talbot, 
was embodied into the RHA Regiment on 5 th 
August 1914, the day after war was declared. 

Throughout the next two years he served on the 
Home Front, then in August 1916, as Gunner 
Sidney Deeble, attached to the Royal Field 
Artillery, with another Porthcawlian, Corporal 
Harry Batters, he underwent training at Salisbury 
Plain. 

Harry, unfortunately, suffered so severe an 
injury whilst training that he was discharged that 
same month. Sid, on the other hand, as part of the 
58th Trench Mortar Battery, was posted, on 20th 
January 1917, to the Western Front where his unit 
saw action at Messines and Passchendaele. 

Returning to ‘Blighty’ in April 1918, Sid was 
promoted to Corporal and transferred to the Labour 
Corps on 31st August 1918, from whence he was 
discharged on 30th April 1919. 

Finally, there was another Deeble that served in 
the war. Miss Frances Deeble served with the 
Women’s Auxiliary Army Corps. (WAAC) Formed 
in July 1917, the WAAC was organised into four

A WELSH

provides help to men 
who are down or in 
crisis, as well as support 
to those bereaved by 
suicide. 

The family firm has 
chosen to support the 
charity as its ‘Charity of 
the Year’ after one of its 


employees took his own 
life last year aged just 
40. 

The group is now 
calling on members of 
the public to continue to 
show their support and 
help make a difference 
to the lives of thousands 
of men and their 
families across the 
country by donating to 
the cause. 

A spokesperson said: 
“Almost 200 people 
attended the charity 
band night, which 
welcomed live music 
and entertainment from 
local bands Special 
Brew, American 
Mustard and State of 
Mind, to raise £2,122 in 
honour of Jehu’s former 
employee, who took his 
own life last July after 
suffering a suspected 
nervous breakdown. 

“The popular 
member of the team had 
been working with Jehu 
as a labourer for two 
years and the group is 


now hoping to not only 
raise awareness of the 
mental health issues 
surrounding male 
suicide, but to make 
more people aware of 
the helpline offered by 
CALM.” 

Simon Jehu, 
managing director of 
development said: “The 
rate of suicides among 
men in Wales has 
soared to its highest 
ever level, well above 
the UK average. 

“This is something 
we are passionate about 
changing, particularly 
given the loss of one of 
our colleagues, which 
makes the issue even 
closer to our hearts. 

“For us, there was no 
question in supporting 
CALM as our charity of 
the year. Our aim is to 
help raise more 
awareness about the 
fantastic work that 
CALM does to help 
men across the UK and 
we urge everyone to 


donate and support the 
charity’s very important 
cause.” 

Jehu’s support of 
CALM follows the 
latest suicide regis¬ 
tration report from the 
Office of National 
statistics, which 
revealed that of the total 
number of suicides 
registered in the UK in 
2015, 75 per cent were 
males, equating to more 
than 4,600 deaths. 

As its charity of the 
year, Jehu will run a 
number of fundraising 
activities throughout the 
year to raise money for 
CALM, including The 
Wales Property 
Triathlon in September.

The War Office had stated that any 
job given to a member of WAAC, had to result in a 
man being released for frontline duties. 

On the Western Front, the month of July 1917 
was taken up with preparations for an offensive in 
Flanders. Following the somewhat limited success 
of laying a significant number of mines under the 
German lines, preceding the ‘Big Push’ at 
Messines, it was decided to repeat the tactic at a 
place called Passchendaele. 

Once again, within the ranks of the Royal 
Engineers were miners from south Wales, and the 
North East of England, who were employed in this 
extremely dangerous task. Many lost their lives in 
the execution of their duty, as did men from other 
units. 

One such man was Corporal Albert Edward 
Ironside, attached to the ‘O’ Cable Section, Royal 
Engineers, who was killed on 22nd July 1917, 
whilst laying communication lines, preceding the 
battle. Albert, a farm labourer from Sunderland, 
married with one son, also, called Albert Edward, 
had enlisted in the RE prior to the war. 

On 15th August he landed in France with the 
BEF and throughout the next three years would 
have been assigned to laying signal 
communications in various parts of the Western 
Front. In July 1917, his unit was assigned to laying 
cables in unsuitable terrain, fearing bombardment 
from German shelling, amidst the heavy rainfall in 
the weeks leading up to Passchendaele. 

However, the Germans had changed tactics by 
July 1917. They allowed the enemy to cover an 
increasing amount of ground in the hope that they 
would lose momentum. Consequently, forward 
signal parties would often become involved in 
fighting. 

Such evidence suggests that Corporal Ironside 
may have, therefore, been entrapped and died 
fighting. Corporal Albert Edward Ironside is buried 
in Dozinghem Cemetery, North East of Ypres and 
is the grandfather of Bridgend MP Mrs Madeleine 
Moon. 

Chief Officer Angus Grant, Mercantile Marine 
was one of two lives lost, when his ship ‘Begona’ 
No 4 was torpedoed and sunk on 27th July, off 
Fastnet, by German Submarine U46, whilst sailing 
from Bona to Cork with a cargo of phosphates. 

Angus, one of seven children was bom on 14th 
November 1870 in Pencoed where his parents, 
Donald and Mary, ran the village Post Office. 
When Angus was 14 years old he joined the Great 
Western Railway and worked on Pencoed Station, 
but on 7th June 1886, aged 15 years, he enlisted 
into the Merchant Service, eventually gaining his 
Master Mariner Certificate in March 1897 and a 
Certificate of Competency as an Extra Master 
Mariner, in June 1897. 

At the time of his death Angus had served for 31 
years in the Merchant Service. Angus never 
married and before his death had bought a house in 
Porthcawl, at 32, Esplanade Avenue. His sister 
Catherine Pyves (widow) continued to live there 
after he died. 

The British military’s decision to mount an 
offensive in Flanders in July, was taken with the 
intention of taking the high ground at 
Passchendaele, pushing through the German 4th 
Army and then swinging northwards to the Belgian 
Coast; in an attempt to capture the German 
occupied ports of Ostend and Zeebrugge. Success

would mean stopping the 

German U Boats from sinking British merchant 

ships, carrying essential supplies to our shores. 

The offensive began on 31st July 1917 and 
lasted for four months; amidst heavy rainfall and 
treacherous mud. During the opening attack on 
Pilckem Ridge, two local men lost their lives. 

Captain Ralph Picton Daniel, 17th Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, born 1882, was one of 11 children bom 
to Philip and Naomi Daniel, of Burry Port. In the 
1901 Census, Ralph is working in Pembrey, as a 
cashier for a White Lead Works, yet in 1911 he is 
recorded as boarding in Abertillery working as a 
storekeeper for a colliery. 

Commissioned into the RWF in March 1915, he 
was posted to France on 6th September 1916. In 
April 1917, he married Edith Williams in Brighton, 
who being only 17 years old was too young to be 
the beneficiary of Ralph’s will. At the time of his 
death his mother, Naomi, who had been born in 
Tythegston , had moved back to the area following 
his father Phillip’s death in 1899. 

Naomi lived at 18, Fenton Place, Porthcawl 
where Ralph had visited the month before his 
death. Captain Daniel is buried at Artillery Wood 
Cemetery, Belgium, and is remembered on 
Porthcawl War Memorial. 

However, the other local man who died on that 
first day was not a Porthcawlian, yet certainly 
deserves special mention. Corporal James 
Llewellyn Davies, 13th Battalion, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, for ‘a conspicuous act of extreme 
bravery’ was posthumously awarded the Victoria 
Cross; the highest award for bravery in the 
Commonwealth. 

Corporal Davies was born at Fronwen, Ogmore 
Vale on 16th March 1886. A coalminer by trade, he 
married Elizabeth Richards in 1906 and they had 
three daughters and one son. On 12th October 
1914, James enlisted into the Royal Garrison 
Artillery, transferring to the Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
in June 1915. 

Private Davies was promoted to the rank of 
Corporal 11 days before his death and still remains 
Bridgend county’s only recipient of the Victoria 
Cross. 

On that day, along the same trench Ellis 
Humphreys Evans, pseudonym ‘Hedd Wyn,’ was 
also killed. His poem ‘ Yr Arwr’, posthumously 
won him the Chair at the Eisteddfod at Birkenhead 
in September 1917. 

In honour and respect for his memory the Bardic 
Chair was draped in a black cloth. Yet, very few 
people realise that it was a local Congregational 
Minister who won the Bardic Crown that year. 

William Evans, Bardic name ‘Wil Ifan’ won 
with his poem ‘Pwyll Pendefig Dyfed.’ In 1925 the 
Reverend William Evans became the mi nister at 
Bridgend Congregational Church, (now the 
Phoenix Wine Bar) until the late 1950s.

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MADELEINE MOON ASKS 

'WHAT ARE BRITISH VALUES?’ 


BRIDGEND MP 

Madeleine Moon has 
questioned what people 
mean by British values at a 
time when many children 
from ‘disadvantaged 
backgrounds’ are not ready 
for school at the age of five. 

The Bridgend Labour MP said 
in the Commons that there had 
been a lot of talk about British 
values, but she wondered what is 
meant by that term. 

She asked MPs: “Do we mean 
the bravery of those doctors, 
nurses, firefighters and police 
officers who ran to help those 
being attacked by terrorists? 

“Do we mean those who ran 
into Grenfell Tower to help people 
at a time of distress? 

“Do we mean those we have 
been insulting with a one per cent 
pay rise, year on year, driving 
them into poverty? 

“Do we mean those NHS 
workers who between 2010 and 
2016 have lost £4.3 billion in cuts 
from the NHS staffing budget? 

“Is that who we mean when we 
talk about British values? Or do 
we mean the 42 per cent of NHS 
workers who do unpaid overtime 
to keep the NHS going? 

“Perhaps we mean the teachers 
and teaching assistants who have 
been trying to subsist on that one 
per cent pay rise.” 

Ms Moon said we rely on 


teachers to teach children British 
values, to tell them about the need 
for reflection and decision-making 
based on the analysis of facts - not 
personal gratification - and to 
make judgments based on 
equality, fairness and opportunity 
for all. 

She added: “Today, 

disadvantaged children in this 
country are not ready for school at 
age five. The gap grows at every 
stage in life, from play group to 
university. How can that be part of 
the British values espoused and 
promoted by this House?” 

The GEM asked the Secretary 
of State for Wales, Alun Cairns 
MP, for his take on ‘British 
values’. He said: “There is no 
rule book on what it means to be 
British - it would be archaic to 
suggest otherwise. To be British 
bears a different definition to 
each individual in this 
wonderfully varied country. What 
we do share, is our pride of 
British values.” which must never 
be underestimated or discarded. 

“British values,” said Mr 
Cairns, are recognised across the 
globe, and should not be 
downplayed here at home - most 
certainly not in Parliament. 

“We have a responsibility to 
encourage our future generations 
to take pride in their country’s 
history, as well as all that it 
continues to achieve.” 

He added that British values 


are not something that should be 
imposed on a young person by a 
government department or 
through a council initiative, but 
rather they should be one of the 
key building blocks of raising and 
nurturing a child, both in the 
family home and the surrounding 
community. 

In 2014, the Department for 
Education described the “basic 
British values” as democracy, the 
rule of law, individual liberty, and 
mutual respect and tolerance for 
those of different faiths and 
beliefs. 

He went on: “Only last week I 
met with the Royal British 
Legion at the South Wales Armed 
Forces Day, and my heart swelled 
with pride as we spoke of our 
nation’s great history. 

“I also spoke with Armed 
Forces personnel who continue to 
serve Britain so heroically, and 
found myself astounded by their 
bravery and dedication to their 
country. Let us be proud of them, 
of our emergency services, of our 
doctors, nurses, teachers, rubbish 
collectors, and all who contribute 
to every day to life in Great 
Britain. 

“Most importantly, let us pass 
this pride down through the 
generations, and teach our 
children that British values are 
something to promote, not 
minimise.”

THE Vale Council is to bring 
forward £500,000 of spending 
to undertake additional much- 
needed highway maintenance. 

If new spending plans to be 
considered next week are approved, 
this would bring the total due to be 
spent on resurfacing in 2017/18 to at 
least £lm. 

Coun John Thomas, Leader of the 
council, said: “There is clearly a 
greater need for resurfacing roads and 
pavements throughout the Vale than 
was allowed for in the spending 
programme previously agreed. This is 
why I have established this new road 
resurfacing fund. 

“This is an area of the council’s 
work that we know to be one of 
residents’ top priorities, and so in 
addition to bringing funding forward, I 
am commissioning a review of future 
funding arrangements for highway 
repairs. 

“In the report to cabinet, I will also 
be indicating my intention to set an 
additional £500,000 aside to continue 
the successful Big Fill initiative into 
2018/19.” 


Coun Geoff Cox, cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services and 
transport, said: “This acceleration of 
planned resurfacing and further 
consideration of plans is greatly 
needed and with the current backlog of 
repairs in the Vale, it was imperative 
that this council acted quickly. 

“The additional money will be spent 
wisely throughout the Vale. The 
highways team will be using objective 
criteria to assess the roads most in need 
of repair and so ensure that the areas 
that most need this investment will be 
those that benefit. 

“I will be presenting an updated 
three-year highway maintenance plan 
to cabinet this summer setting out an 
order of priority for the enhanced 
resurfacing programme.” 

Additional monies have also been 
made available for Dinas Powys to 
Cardiff bus priority measures and the 
Harbour Road car park cycleway at 
Barry Island. 

The maintenance scheme was one of 
a number of changes proposed in the 
Council’s capital spending programme 
from 2017/18 considered at a meeting 
on July 3.

The word 

‘Passchendaele’ has 
become a byword for 
the death and suffering 
of the Great War. A 
remorseless slog by 
Allied soldiers up 
towards the village 
itself, through mud, 
rain, cold, and dead 
bodies. 

By the time the 
fighting in this sector 
paused on November 
10, 1917, hundreds of 
thousands of men on 
both sides had been 
killed or wounded. 

The landscape was 
scarred and desolate, 
and the men who fought 
there and survived 
would never forget the 
experience.

We laid a memorial cross to the 
airmen from the base who made the 
ultimate sacrifice for their country, and 
then visited the control tower itself.

‘Tombstoners’ liable to fines 
or death warns council 


LAST week as The 
GEM was going to 
press, the Vale 
Council said it 
would be passing 
the Local Develop¬ 
ment Plan (LDP), 
but would do 
everything in its 
power to oppose the 
figure of 10,000 
houses. 

It said it was ‘legally 
obliged’ to give the LDP 
the green light because a 
Welsh planning 

inspector had declared it 
‘sound’. 

Cabinet member for 
regeneration and 

planning Coun Jonathan 
Bird said: “We have 
made it clear in recent 
years that a target of 
10,000 homes is too 
many, and we remain 


absolutely committed to 
opposing inappropriate 
development in the Vale. 

“We will continue to 
press for reduced 
housing targets. But it is 
my belief that having an 
LDP in place will better 
enable us to protect our 
green spaces from 
applications to develop. 
This is a battle that we 
will continue to fight.” 

The council argues 
that more recent data 
indicate the Vale doesn’t 
need a total of 10,000 
houses. 

But is this a battle the 
council can win? 

On June 27, Lesley 
Griffiths AM, Cabinet 
Secretary for 

Environment and Rural 
Affairs at the Welsh 
Government, wrote to 
Coun Bird, and her letter 
was read out at the full 


council meeting. 

In it, she insists the 
plan can’t be changed, 
and the Inspector’s 
report is ‘binding’. 

“/ note your request 
of 23 June seeking my 
agreement to extend the 
time period for the 
adoption of the ..LDP 
by the council beyond 
the statutory eight-week 
time period specified in 
the Regulations. The 
reasons you give me are 
that the Leader, Coun 
John Thomas has 
expressed concern 
regarding housing 
supply figures in the 
LDP and their basis in 
historic population 
projections for the Vale. 

“These are matters 
that have already been 
thoroughly considered 
as part of the 
independent 


VISITORS to Rhoose 
Point are being 
warned that they risk 
fines of up to £500, 
serious injury and 
possibly even death if 
they jump off ledges 
into the water of the 
old quarry below. 

With the arrival of 
warm weather, groups of 
young people have been 
gathering at the quarry 
and engaging in 
tombstoning - leaping 
into water from a 
significant height. 

The Vale Council 
points out that people 
have died, been 
paralysed, sustained 
shattered bones and 
suffered other life¬ 
changing injuries as a 
result of this activity. 

One local man 
remains paralysed after 
breaking his back during 
a tombstoning incident 
at Rhoose Point just a 
few years ago and there 
have been a number of 
deaths at Cosmeston 
Lakes, another former 
quarry. 

Among the dangers 
are rocks protruding 
from the uneven walls of 
the quarry, hazards 


beneath the water 
surface, including 
machinery from the 
site’s industrial past, and 
very cold water which 
can cause people to go 
into shock. 

Miles Punter, Vale 
Council director of 
environment and 
housing services, said: 
“We are particularly 
keen to encourage the 
parents of the young 
people involved to keep 
their children safe by 
ensuring they instead use 
Vale beaches where 
there is lifeguard cover. 

“Swimming and 
jumping into former 
quarry areas is 
recognised by the Royal 
Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents 
(ROSPA) as being 
inherently dangerous 
with many young people 
losing their lives in the 
UK over recent years. 

We are attempting to 
take action before 
somebody is either killed 
or seriously injured.” 

Police officers will be 
increasing patrols of the 
area, while the Vale 
Council has drafted in 
extra security staff to 
ensure the safety of 
visitors. 


PS Mark John said: 
“Tombstoning is 
extremely dangerous. 
The byelaws in place at 
the Rhoose Point quarry 
are there for a reason, 
and we will be working 
with our colleagues 
throughout the summer 
to ensure they are abided 
by.” 

“Alongside our 
partners we will also be 
clamping down on anti¬ 
social behaviour in the 
area.” 

Fences have been 
erected in an effort to 
prevent people from 
reaching elevated ledges 
of the quarry, though the 
council stresses its aim 
is not to discourage 
everyone from attending 
the area.”

A MEMORIAL stone at the Cenin Parc 
Stormy development in Bridgend was 
unveiled on Sunday, July 2 by the Lord 
Lieutenant Mrs Kate Thomas CVO with a 
dedication service held by Rev (Squadron 
Leader) Colin O’Dell DipHE RAF and 
The Venerable Air Vice-Marshal Brian 
Lucas CB BA FRSA Archdeacon 
Emeritus of the RAF. 

Between 1939 and 1946, Parc Stormy was known 
as RAF Porthcawl and finally RAF Stormy Down. 
During this period it was an air gunnery school with 
over 10,000 RAF and Allied airmen being trained at 
the camp. 

The event was attended by veterans, local 
dignitaries and members of the public and was 
organised by the RAF together with the Porthcawl 
Museum and Historical Society, and Cenin 
Renewables who purchased the development in 
2007 and now operate renewable technologies at the

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‘Government not 
doing enough’ on 
hospital waiting 
times — says AM 


UKIP’s Shadow Secretary for 
Health and 

Wellbeing, Caroline Jones AM, 
has condemned the latest NHS 
performance figures showing 
that over 2,300 people waited 
more than 12 hours in Welsh 
Accident and Emergency 
departments last month. 

However, A Welsh Government 
spokesperson hit back, sayng that 
the UKIP AM was suggesting 
something that was not the case. 

Commenting on the waiting 
times, Ms Jones said; “Nobody 
should have to wait more than 12 
hours in A&E yet here in Wales, we 
saw thousands of people do just 
that. 

“Welsh Government are simply 
not doing enough to get to grips 
with A&E waiting times. 

“We still have over 400 delayed 
transfers of care, which limits the 
number of available hospital beds, 
numbers which were heavily 
reduced by successive Welsh 
Labour Governments. 

“We are operating a bed 
occupancy rate of well over 86 per 
cent, which limits the number of 
emergency admissions and leads to 
patients spending half a day waiting 
in A&E for treatment. 

“We spend nearly half the Welsh 
Block Grant on health, but the 
Welsh Government can’t get the 
basics right. 

“We need to increase the number 


of available beds by reopening 
community hospitals and co¬ 
locating primary care centres at 
A&E in order to relieve the 
pressure on our Accident and 
Emergency departments. 

“We can’t have thousands of 
people waiting for 12 hours or 
more for treatment, if we don’t get 
to grips with this now, in the 
summer months, how much worse 
will things be in the winter?” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “It is important 
to note that patients are not waiting 
for 12 hours or more for treatment 
as UKIP wrongly suggest. 

“A patient’s length of stay in an 
Emergency Department is recorded 
from arrival until admission to a 
bed or discharge following 
treatment. 

“Despite an increase in the 
number of people attending 
Emergency Departments, latest 
figures show the best four-hour 
performance since August last year. 

“While there has also been a 
reduction in the number of people 
spending over 12 hours in 
Emergency Departments, we have 
been clear with all Health Boards 
that we expect this improvement to 
continue."

is to keep to the 


language - cadw at yr 
iaith - and not switch 
back to English. This 
ensures the relationship 
develops in Welsh.” 

Learn Welsh The Vale 
is always looking for 
new mentors to support 
its Welsh learners. 

Suzanne says: “With 
mentoring, we’re not 
looking for people with 
teaching experience. It’s 
important not to teach 
but to chat about all 
sorts of everyday 
subjects. 

“Mentors and their 
mentees can meet 
regularly for several 
weeks, months, or for 
longer periods. 

“One of our Cardiff 
mentors, Eirlys Davies, 
has been mentoring Ann 
Simons from Barry for 
several years. The pair 
are now firm friends and 
enjoy attending Welsh 
language events and 
activities together. 

“The mentoring 
scheme is a great way 
for people to share their 
skills. It’s important to 
share dialects and local 
sayings, so that Welsh 
becomes a language of 
the community and not 
just the classroom.

Wright was left hanging 
in the wind - or so you 
would think. 

Instead of joining the 
Marvel brigade, Wright 
put into production a 
film about a getaway 
driver, leaning heavily 
on classics like The 
Getaway and Bullitt - 
and the fruits of 
Wright’s labours are 
now in cinemas. 

The film tells the 
story of Baby (Ansel 
Elgort), a renowned 
getaway driver who 
uses headphones and 
music to drown out the 
noise of the car after an 
accident he had when 
he was younger. 

When he meets 
Deborah (Lily James), 
he sees a way out of his 
life of criminality, but 
his boss, Doc (Kevin 
Spacey), has other 
ideas, and soon Baby 
finds himself caught up 
in the wrong heist at the 
wrong time... 

Edgar Wright has 
developed a reputation 
as a keenly visual 
director, one whose 
impressive energy 
results in cleverly 
comedic films. 

While Baby Driver 
has its moments of 
comedy, this is 
something of a change 
of pace for Wright, as is 
the fact that he wrote 
this alone, having 
previously co-written 
with Simon Pegg 
amongst others. 

It’s a change that 
pays dividends 
however, as Baby 
Driver is one of the 
slickest, coolest and 
most engaging films of 
the year so far, a film 
that doesn’t just resort 
to the action being the 
star, with a superb cast 
delivering wonderfully- 
judged turns. 

Wright’s influences 
for this particular film 
lean to the gritty, fast- 
paced car chase films of 
the 1970s, and much 
like those films, Wright 
realises that there’s no 
point having slickly- 
shot car chases if there 
isn’t the story and 
characters to back it up.

chases (and the film 
itself) are executed with 
Wright’s signature 
visual flourishes, the 
film zinging with an 
effortlessly cool energy, 
below the bonnet there 
is a neat take on the 
staples of this genre. 

While the characters 
themselves aren’t 
reinventing the wheel, 
cut from genre cloth, 
Wright’s writing brings 
them to life vividly. 

So while Baby is the 
perennial ‘one-last-job- 
then-going-straight’ 
character, we learn how 
he found himself snared 
in Doc’s clutches (via 
Spacey delivering a 
single monologue, one 
of many examples of 
efficient storytelling 
littered in this film) and 
about how his hearing 
impairment came about. 

Brought to life 
exceptionally well by 
Ansel Elgort, Baby 
grows up as the film 
goes on, his moral 
conscience setting him 
apart from the world he 
works in and Elgort is 
charming while also 
showing vulnerability. 

Lily James’ Debora is 
also engaging, even if 
she feels somewhat on 
the periphery of the 
story, but her little 
quirks are executed with 
aplomb by James, while 
Kevin Spacey, Jon 
Hamm, Jamie Foxx and 
Eiza Gonzalez give 
their criminals neat little

touches and edges that 
Wright encourages. 

The script is rooted 
in drama, yet Wright’s 
comedic touch is there 
at times - there’s the 
Michael Myers/Mike 
Myers gag that has been 
over 25 years in the 
making, while there are 
some zinger lines that 
feel influenced by 
Tarantino. 

However, Wright 
doesn’t shy away from 
the more overtly serious 
moments, the death of 
Baby’s mother and 
Baby’s caring of his 
foster father (a 
wonderful CJ Jones) 
coming to the fore and 
constantly idling in the 
background. 

The way Wright has 
edited the film to music 
makes it feel a little like 
a musical in places, a 
clever touch that is both 
playful and stylised, yet 
also helps shift the tone 
away from cliched 
criminal car caper and 
offers something 
frothier, while not 
undercutting the 
dramatic aspect of the 
storytelling. 

It’s a sublime, tour- 
de-force from Wright, 
who has shifted up a 
gear here from his 
previous work. It’s less 
visually stuffed that his 
previous films, but it 
works far better for it, 
and makes Baby Driver 
an incredibly satisfying, 
and unquestionably 
cool, piece of 
filmmaking. 

VERDICT: Quite 
possibly Edgar Wright’s 
best outing as director 
yet, Baby Driver is a 
superb and wonderful 
piece of filmmaking. 
Showing he has the 
scriptwriting ability to 
match his directing 
ability, this is a tour-de¬ 
force for Wright, backed 
up by a raft of good 
performances, most 
notably from the 
engaging Ansel Elgort - 
this film is all kinds of 
cool brilliance!

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BICYCLE RIDERS 
FLAUNT THE LAW’

pedestrian 
and car 

owner and driver, I 
am getting 
increasingly 
annoyed with the 
attitude and, 
frankly, flaunting of 
the law by bicycle 
riders. 

It comes to a situation 
of deep grievance when 
on a sunny Sunday 
afternoon, one has to put 
up with the abuse and 
foul language from bike 
riders when out with my 
children. 

On the footpath 
between Barry and Sully 
(Moors Road), I was 
being told by two bike 
owners that I had to get 
onto the dangerous road 
for them to pass, placing 
the lives of my children 
at risk. That I refused to 
do, as we had the right 
of way, and should 
dismount and allow us to 
pass. Not for the first 
time, they gave me 
abuse, using words 
young children should 
not hear. Disgusting. 

When out driving, the 
attitudes of bike riders 
are beyond belief. Why, 
as a motor tax payer 
who pays for the roads, 
do I have to witness 
bikes being ridden on 
the road between Barry 
and Wenvoe (Port 
Road), when they have 
been afforded a raised 
bicycle path and do not 
use it? 


They still block traffic 
and when they leave the 
route I have paid for 
from my taxes unused, I 
am appalled at the waste 
of money. 

Why do push bike 
riders make no 
contribution to the roads 
of our country? They 
pay no specific tax 
towards them. I have 
seen some pretty terrible 
things recently; parents 
riding on dangerous 
country roads with 
babies strapped to their 
backs and without 
headgear, sometimes 
being followed on bikes 
by other children. 

It is unacceptable that 
cyclists ride three and 
sometimes four abreast 
down the A48, and make 
no attempt to keep to the 
rules of the Highway 
Code. Cyclists are an 
obstruction on the 
highway, and should be 
prosecuted as such. 

They can be very 
obstructive on trains 
also, not moving their 
bikes when people want 
to depart and enter the 
doorways on packed 
trains. 

Bicycles should be 
banned from main 
arterial roads and very 
narrow country roads. 
Bicycle riders should 
take a highway roads 
test, wear a helmet at all 
times, and also pay road 
tax.

NETWORK Rail 
will this summer be 
delivering a 

package of work to 
upgrade Barry 
Island viaduct. 

The work involved 
will include cleaning the 
structure, steel work 
repairs, grit-blast and 
painting. 

Network Rail has 
guaranteed that most of 
the work will take place 
during the day time and 
early evening, with the 
exception of minimal 
activities which need 
completing when the 
trains are not running. 

Local MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Network Rail first 
made me aware of the 
planned upgrade to the 
viaduct last year, and I 
was inevitably concerned 
for the residents and 
business owners who 
may be affected, 


especially with a 
significant part of the 
work being carried out in 
the summer months. 

“However, I am 
assured by Network Rail 
that a scaffold will be 
erected around the 
viaduct which will be 
fully covered during the 
work to reduce dust. I am 
also informed that those 
carrying out the upgrade 
will also be using a 
system of acoustic 
barriers to reduce noise 
generated by the work. 

“I will of course be 
monitoring the impact of 
the work, and welcome 
all residents, business 
owners and visitors to 
contact me should they 
feel these assurances are 
not being respected.” 

The site compound 
will be set up from July 
10. This will be located 
on the overflow car-park 
adjacent to the viaduct.

Porthcawl Shout Forum 
calls for new ‘e-taxes’ 


B RITAIN has become a 
leading internet-based 
country, with all tiers of 
government and commerce 
increasingly directing people 
to communicate with them via 
the internet as it decreases 
costs and increases profits. 

Banks are closing high street 
facilities in favour of internet banking 
while the total UK e-commerce for 
retail and services in 2016 exploded to 
£133 billion, a giant 16 per cent 
increase. 

This ‘online’ digital revolution is 
also dramatically changing the society 
we live in and Porthcawl Shout 
Forum (PSF) estimates that around 
400,000 older people in Wales cannot 
access or participate in today’s 
internet society. 

They have never had any computer 
tuition or social media training and 
some are afraid of the internet 
following the many scam stories 
relating to older people’s innocence. 

Yet the Welsh Government 
resolutely ignores their need to be part 
of the society they helped to build. 

As chair of the older people’s 
group PSF, I am aware of this widely 
known but rarely acknowledged 
problem which is segregating and 
isolating thousands of people. 

Being ‘old school’ they do not 
complain. 

We have taken this problem up 
with Age Cymru and the Older 
People’s Commissioner, who is aware 
of the unhelpful effect it has on many 
key health problems which the Welsh 


health boards are working extremely 
hard to improve: quality of life, 
independence and loneliness, to name 
a few of the costly issues. 

Growing old is not an easy journey 
and today’s busy people will meet this 
technology gap when they retire and 
find their former skills set out-dated. 

Unless addressed, the speed of 
change will bedevil each new 
generation of older people, and we 
ask the Welsh Government to consider 
setting up a permanent computer and 
social media training initiative that 
would allowed everyone in Wales 
with internet reception to obtain 
computer skills. 

Action is needed, and if no 
sponsorship funding is available from 
the large internet-based companies, 
then could the government impose a 
small internet levy on ‘mega users’ 
via their servers, similar to the music 
performing rights fees collected by the 
likes ofPPS and PPL? 

A dedicated, well-planned tuition 
programme would certainly be a win- 
win situation for young people 
seeking employment and older people 
seeking training; it would also be a 
big tick in the box for foreign 
companies considering investing in 
Wales. 

Porthcawl Shout Forum would like 
to enlist your email support for 
permanent computer training facilities 
across Wales with a special focus on 
helping older people to use the 
internet safely.

'Reduced rates’ 
for retailers 


ON Thursday, June 
29, Bridgend MP 
Madeleine Moon 
voted to support 
Amendment G to 
the Queen’s Speech. 

Among other 

proposals it called for the 
Government to ‘not rule 
out withdrawal from the 
EU without a deal, 
guarantee a 

Parliamentary vote on 
any final outcome to 
negotiations, set out 
transitional arrangements 
to maintain jobs, trade 
and certainty for 
business’, and crucially, 
to ‘set out proposals to 
remain within the 
Customs Union and 
Single Market’. 

Mrs Moon said: “My 
position on this is no 
secret, I believe that 
remaining in the 
Customs Union and the 
Single Market is vital for 
Bridgend and the UK in 
order to protect jobs, 
maintain competitiveness 
and attract future 
investments, particularly 
for companies like Ford 
and others in the 
automotive sector. 

“The Society of Motor 
Manufactures and 
Traders (SMMT) have 
made it crystal clear that 
retaining the benefits of 
the Single Market and 
tariff and customs free 
trade with the EU is 
imperative for the 
automotive industry. 

“It is a highly 
integrated global 

industry with vehicles 
and parts crossing 
European borders many, 
many times during the 
assembly process. 

“The SMMT said that 
reverting to World Trade 
Organisation (WTO) 
tariffs and customs 
checks at UK borders 
would significantly 
increase costs and impact 
competitiveness. 

“They found that a 10 
per cent tariff on finished 


vehicles because of WTO 
rules could cost the 
industry £4.5 billion 
which would inevitably 
increase costs for 
consumers. It has also 
been estimated that the 
list price of cars imported 
to the UK from the EU 
could increase by an 
average of £1,500. 

“Not only this, jobs 
could be at risk. This is 
not scaremongering, it’s 
a very plausible outcome 
when we think about it. If 
we leave the EU with no 
deal, we automatically 
resort to WTO rules, 
which equals tariffs. 
Tariffs then mean the 
cost of production 
increases. 

“Economically, it 
would make sense for 
some manufacturers to 
leave the UK if 10 per 
cent WTO tariffs are 
introduced. The PA 
Consulting Group found 
that the increased cost of 
exporting 200,000 cars a 
year from the UK would 
be £920m after two 
years. 

“This could easily 
cover the cost of building 
a new plant in an EU 
member state which has 
access to the single 
market and customs 
union. 

“We must absolutely 
avoid this scenario and I 
feel the amendment 
offered a path to mitigate 
such risks. 

“It is without doubt 
that the imposition of 
tariffs by losing access to 
the Single Market and 
Customs Union puts our 
businesses in Bridgend 
such as Ford at a 
significant disadvantage. 

“I have always stood 
up for what is in the best 
interests of the 
constituency and if there 
is ever a chance to 
protect Bridgend from 
the damaging impact of 
Brexit, I will always put 
the constituency first.” 


HUNDREDS of 
local high street 
retailers ‘could 
benefit’ from 

reduced rates bills 
after cabinet 

members from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) agreed to 
adopt the Welsh 
Government’s High 
Street Rates Relief 
Scheme. 

Under the scheme, 
eligible retailers will 
receive up to £1,500 off 
their non-domestic rates 
bill if they have a 
rateable value of £50,000 
or less in the 2017-18 
financial year. 

Their properties must 
be occupied, and either 
wholly or mainly used as 
shops, restaurants, cafes 
or drinking establish¬ 
ments. Critically, they 
must also be high street 
businesses that aren’t 
based in out of town 
developments or 

industrial estates. 

In Bridgend county 
borough, it is estimated 


that around 450 
ratepayers could 

potentially benefit from 
the scheme which will 
also be offered in 
conjunction with the 
Small Business Rates 
Relief and Transitional 
Relief schemes. 

Coun Hywel 

Williams, the council’s 
Deputy Leader, said: 
“Many are concerned 
about increases in their 
non-domestic rates as a 
result of the Valuation 
Office Agency’s 

revaluation, and this 
scheme was announced 
by the Welsh 
Government earlier this 
year to support those 
small and medium 
businesses which have 
been adversely affected. 

“While the council 
will not have any 
discretion over any 
elements of the High 
Street Rates Relief 
Scheme, we are pleased 
to adopt it and do what 
we can to support our 
high street retailers.”

“To beat the players I 
did and to have won it is

They were part of the ‘She Rallies’ 
campaign that Ms Murray fronts, a 
scheme that aims to get more girls 
involved in the sport. 

The Scottish coach admitted key to 
participation is having tennis facilities 
available to the public. 

Ms Murray said: “I’m a huge 
believer that if there are tennis courts 
in public parks they should be free to 
use. The swings are free to use and the 
ducks are free to feed so it should be 
the same with tennis courts. 


“It is great that there are local parks 
in Barry that have courts because there 
are a lot of towns that don’t have that.

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League’s top two 
showdown ends 
in a damp squib! 


THE showdown clash between 
the South Wales Cricket 
Association Division One 
leaders and second-placed 
team, Bronwydd and 
Cowbridge, ended as a damp 
draw with the visitors from 
Carmarthenshire needing 25 
runs in four overs with seven 
wickets in hand. 

That the game was unfinished due to 
persistent light drizzle was perhaps to 
Cowbridge’s good fortune as the best 
the home side could hoped for was a 
winning draw but the hot money would 
have been on a visitors’ victory. 

The way the points were then 
distributed meant that the visitors 
gained three points on Cowbridge to 
continue to lead the Division One table 
with a margin increased to 16 points. 
Bronwydd now have 202, Cowbridge 
186 and Llanelli 180. 

On a day that would inevitably have 
a significant bearing on the final 
outcome of the two clubs’ quest for 
promotion first blood went to the 
visitors as they won the toss and 
inserted Cowbridge. 

The home side was without Tom 
Merilaht for once as he was attending a 
wedding while Bronwydd’s leading 
bowler David Dunfee had left them in 
midweek to join Dafen. 

This toss was a considerable 
advantage in the tactical by plays. Bat 
first and it’s much more difficult to win 
than if you are chasing. Unfortunately 
on a pitch that was the most bowler- 
friendly of the season the much 
vaunted Cowbridge batting failed to 
get on top at any time. 

Five batsmen all got into the 
twenties but none could go on to build 
an innings that could provide the base 
of a substantial total. 

That Cowbridge amassed 179 all of 
seemed to some a decent effort but to 
many of the supporters it created an 
uneasy feeling that it might not have 
been enough. 

When the visitors came out after tea 
there were two early wickets for 
Cowbridge paceman Rian Thomas. 

At 5-2 the Cowbridge supporters 
were in a happy mode but solid if 


unspectacular progress from Willis and 
Furneaux who added a stand of 102 
meant that by the time the rain began to 
fall the visitors had put themselves in a 
position to win the game. 

It was brave of the umpires to take 
the sides off with just four overs to go 
but it was the correct decision. A sheen 
of dampness had begun to make 
fielding difficult, and it had ceased to 
be a fair game. 

Indeed there were a number of 
dampness-related fielding errors on 
Cowbridge’s part to assist Bronwydd’s 
quest. 

Now there are eight matches left 
which allows room for plenty of drama 
before the season ends. 

Cowbridge still have every chance 
and while disappointed that they failed 
to beat Bronwydd and go top there is 
the fact that had Bronwydd emerged 
victorious they would by now have one 
hand on The Dan Radcliffe Cup. 

If Cowbridge can continue to win 
they still need another club to beat 
Bronwydd. There remain 224 points 
available for each side so it remains a 
very tight situation. 

The success of the fist XI has 
generated a support that was 
augmented on Saturday by John and 
Marty n Be van, who were both 
Cowbridge cricketers of distinction. 

John, or ‘JB’ as he was universally 
known, was a fine bowler who took in 
excess of 1,000 wickets for the club in 
a career that lasted from 1957 to 1983. 

Martyn is remembered as a gifted 
all-round sportsman who in addition to 
his prowess as a cricketer was full back 
for Cowbridge when the XV played 
Pontypool in the WRU Cup in 1978. It 
was a great pleasure to welcome them 
both back to the club. 

Nobody said it would be easy to win 
The Dan Radcliffe Cup but it’s still 
there to be won. 

The potential disaster that defeat 
would have been was avoided even if 
the rain played a big part. So the first 
XI go to Gorseinon this week fully 
aware that they need to concentrate on 
their own game and not worry about 
Bronwydd. It promises to be a 
fascinating and tense eight weeks.

I .'4] Second test: New Zealand 21 
[ 'I British & Irish Lions 24 



The Lions keep test series 
alive with historic win... but 

beware New Zealand Black-lash!

T here was a point in Saturday's 
second test between the British & 
Irish Lions, just after the start of 
the second half, where Sky Sports’ Will 
Greenwood noted that, with the scores 
tied at 9-9, the weather taking on British- 
like qualities and the All Blacks 
permanently down to 14 men following 
Sonny Bill Williams’ shoulder charge on 
Anthony Watson’s head, this was a game 
the Lions had to win - that there would 
be no better opportunity to notch a 
fabled victory over the world champions 
and take the series into a third, and 
decisive, test. 

The Lions achieved this, their 24-21 victory 
historic in many ways (the first defeat the All 
Blacks had suffered on home soil for eight years, 
the first time in 39 games they had failed to score a 
try), and the manner of their victory - committed, 
determined and hard-working until the last - was 
hugely impressive. 

But it does come with the caveat that they were 
playing a team who had seen their own attacking 
game plan undone by the sending off, and had 
Beauden Barrett worn the kicking boots he had on 
in the first test then, even a man down, New 
Zealand would have eked out a test-claiming win. 

So while many were overcome by the Lions 
victory (most embarrassingly Sky’s Graham 
Simmons, whose hysterical post-game interviews 
were undercut by the Lions’ honest response that 
the job was only half done and that it means little if 
the test series isn’t won outright), there was plenty 
to unpick and to work on if the Lions are to achieve 
the “immortality” that Simmons so passionately 
spoke of. 

Discipline was the key area, the Lions giving far 
too many penalties away and only Barrett’s 
weakness with the boot kept them in touch on the 
scoreboard. On any other day this would have 
sounded the death knell for the Lions, but there was 
something in the air on Saturday, a chink of 
vulnerability in the All Blacks’ armour that can 
hopefully be found and exploited again on 
Saturday.

Already rattled by Williams’ 24th minute 
sending off (the first for an All Black in 50 years), 
Barrett’s malfunctioning kicking was hardly likely 
to soothe the nerves but the Lions, conscious of the 
numerical advantage, were all too often guilty of 
forcing play, looking for the spaces that weren’t 
there - cooler heads eventually prevailed. 

Yet having gone in at the interval level at 9-9, 
they started the second half like a team who didn’t 
know what they were doing, conceding penalty 
after penalty and playing some of the worst rugby 
of the tour. 

For nearly 20 minutes it seemed as if the All 
Blacks would wind the game down and claim the 
win, especially as the numerical advantage was 
evened up by the yellow card given to Mako 
Vunipola. 

But then came a moment of magic as Taulupe 
Faletau burst down the left after good patient work, 
and though Owen Farrell's conversion missed, it 
took the Lions to within four points, 18-14, having 
played terribly. 

When Barrett landed a penalty to take the score 
to 21-14, again there seemed no way back for the 
Lions but again they found one, as Conor Murray 
darted over from close range, giving Farrell an 
easier conversion to level the scores at 21-21. 


With the scores level, and all to play for, this was 
where the Lions needed to press home the 
advantage - back to a full complement, it was now 
or never, anything less than the win the least they 
deserved. 

With four minutes remaining, the opportunity 
opened up as Kyle Sinckler won a penalty after 
being tackled in the air (arguably a contentious 
decision, as Philip Irwin notes on this page) and 
Farrell kicked the three points that earned a series¬ 
levelling win, leaving it all to play for at Eden Park 
this Saturday. 

Taking away the negatives for a moment, there is 
no arguing that this win for the Lions was a 
massive, massive statement of intent. The better 
team on the day, they deserved the result, and a win 
will give the players and management the filip they 
need for Saturday. 

Momentum has been a key word of this tour 
since the get-go, and the Lions have it at the most 
crucial time, a date with destiny in a stadium where 
the All Blacks haven’t lost since 1994. 

The performances were immense, Alun Wyn 
Jones deflecting the criticism that came his way 
after the first test to deliver an outstanding shift, 
while the power and impact of Maro Itoje and 
captain Sam Warburton gave the team more 
propulsion at the breakdown and disrupted the All 
Blacks. 

In the backs the decision to drop Ben Te’o and 
bring Owen Farrell in at inside centre, with Jonny 
Sexton moving to outside-half, paid off; Te’o was 
immensely unlucky to be the odd man out in that 
situation, and you have to query if the 
Sexton/Farrell axis will hold up to All Black 
scrutiny come Saturday. 

Selection this week will be tricky for Warren 
Gatland and his coaches - after all, how do you 
change a winning team? 

The answer is you have to adapt what you have 
and pick the players best suited for a gameplan that 
Gatland will feel is capable of inflicting a second 
straight defeat on the All Blacks, who will no doubt 
be keen not to fall to the Lions again. 

As Gatland put it, “We’ve poked the bear”. The 
question is now do these Lions have the roar and 
bite to finish the job off, or will the bear be too 
fired up and powerful? 

We’ll find out Saturday.

While I am as thrilled as the next man or 
woman that the series is going to a decider in 
Eden Park, I’m worried about the final Lions’ 
penalty. 

Murray’s pass to Kyle Sinckler was higher 
than ideal, but he had no need to jump to catch it. 
Of course, if he had stretched out above his head 
to catch it, substutute prop Charlie Fuimuina was 
all set for a crash tackle into his solar plexus. 

As it was, I do think Fuimuina was committed 
to the tackle and couldn’t pull out. I thought 
Sinckler’s outrage (which seemed to continue 
after the whistle) was a bit precious. 

Would he have been outraged if his knee had 
caught the tackier in the face? Older readers may 
remember an incident involving JPR and 
Scottish wing Billy Steele which, I think, left 
JPR with a broken jaw. 

However, the long term implications are 
worrying. What if backs start giving a slightly 
higher pass, so that the recipient can jump and 
catch it? The catcher would be untouchable, and 
his momentum would probably take him five 
yards over the gain line by the time he touched 
down. He could even be in the clear all the way 
to the line. 

I can’t help feeling that a few defence coaches
